‘It was while pursuing my medical studiee thit F obtained my degree of 
Bachelor of Arts,1857 -¢ a diploma which I never received because my 
work ag Health Offioer absorbed me completely as well ag my plane to go 
to Toulcn. It wae necessary for mo to go to the Royal Lyoeun two or 
three times. I did not do it. I left for Toulon in January 1839, passed 
my examinations ae Navy Surgeon at the end of April received my appoint- 
ment and the order’ to embark on board a veesol carrying 80 guns, the 
"Jupiter", commandant Eugene Davicon(Davigon)Mayl,1539, on the king's 
saints! day. - 
Ye get sail from the port of Toulon, the Prinoe of Jolnville wie on 
board, on the 23rd of May, to rally tue squadron of the East, under 
oraers of Admiral Lallande, after oa ctay of soveral weeks in the Ourlas ’ 
-Iglande,we movillom at Smyrna on July Zoth. ; 
A few months later the “rinoa of Joluville left our ship to go abogrd 
the "Belle-Poule™ which had been seut to him in order that he might 
take comnaand of it. 
The ship “LeJupiter" returned to Toulon after an absence of 9 months. 
We emberked avain, for Athens, where we movillong on September 10,1840, 
{I visited in turn the Greek city and Its monunents,lLalamine,Argos, 
Nauplie de Romania, Teriedos,Imbrog, Chio the Dardanelles ,Sonothrace, 
Syra. We returneu to Toulon by way of the Straits of Messenajit was 
two o'clock in the afternoon by the olty clook.
